Lyndon Chafes Dems 

Democratic leaders made no et- 
fort to hide their irritation with 
Sen. Lyndon Johnson, the so-called 
Democratic leader of the Senate, 
for leaving Washington when the 
former President .of the United 
States, the Democratic candidate 
for president, and other top leaders 
of the party came to attend a money 
raising dinner and confer on Demo- 
cratic strategy. 


In addition to being irked at Lyn- 
don’s boycott, they learned that he 
is secretly grooming Sen. George 
Smathers of Florida to replace Paul 
Butler as Democratic chairman 
when Butler retires to run for the 
Senate from Indiana. 


Smathers, one of the handsomest 
senators, sometimes referred to as 
a member of the “Lyndon Johnson 
Charm School,” is well remembered 
by Adlai Stevenson for the way he 
sat on his hands in Florida in 1952. 


Smathers made not one speech 
for Stevenson, did not lift a finger 
in that election. Finally toward the 
end of the campaign he was asked 
to introduce Stevenson at a Demo- 
cratic rally in Tampa, but refused— 
unless he were permitted to make 
a speech during his introduction 
explaining why he differed with 
Stevenson. In brief, he wanted to 
make a speech against Stevenson 
before Stevenson spoke. 


This was rejected. 


Smathers did come to Tampa and 
sat on the platform. When asked to 
take a bow he was greeted with 
long, loud, and continuous boos. 

This is the man Lyndon Johnson 
wants to push as chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee. 

Note—To atone for his past, 
Lyndon pushed Smathers into the 
post of money-raiser for Demo- 
cratic senators last year. But Demo- 
cratic leaders point out that Smath- 


ers’s activities helped Lyndon’s 
Senate friends, not the national 
ticket. 

It was no accident that the 


Southerners stayed home, almost 
en masse, from last week’s $100-a- 
plate Democratic dinner. Johnson 
organized a “passive boycott” as a 
deliberate snub to the Democratic 
National Committee He be- 


lieves the committee is dominated 
by Northern liberals, but should be 


run by Southern’ congressional 
leaders—meaning himself primarily 

. Johnson personally led the boy- 
cott by going to Texas instead of 
the dinner. He passed the word to 
Southern leaders to follow his ex- 
ample .... Result: Only one South- 
ern governor, North Carolina’s Lu- 
ther Hodges, showed up for what 
was also supposed to be a Demo- 
cratic governors’ conference .... 
Even Tennessee’s fireball Gov. 
Frank Clement, who had agreed to 
sit on the stand, sent his regrets at 
the last minute. 


Scott McLeod 
A significant unreported inci- 
dent took place inside the closed- 


door session of the Senate foreign 
elations committee during consid- 
eration of Scott McLeod as ambas- 





lor to Ireland. It illustrated how 
lifficult it is for the Democrats to 
any sign of leadership against 
the Eisenhower administration 
when their alleged leader is fre- 
quently in secret cahoots with the 
administration. 






Just before McLeod’s name was 
to be voted on, Chairman Theodore 
Francis Green of Rhode Island, old- 
est and most revered member of the 
Senate, said he had had a talk with 
Chris Herter, acting secretary of 
state, who requested that a vote on 
McLeod be postponed for a week. 

Senator Fulbright of Arkansas 
immediately moved one_ week’s 
postponement. 

This brought protest from Re- 
publicans. Senator Alex Smith of 
New Jersey, the former Princeton 
professor, said he c®uldn’t under- 
stand it. Senator William Know- 
land of California, the Republican 
leader, left the room. He came back 
in a minute looking red in the face. 

“T am authorized by the adminis- 
tration to say that consideration of 
McLeod not be postponed,” he an- 
nounced .... 

What acting secretary Herter 
hadn’t known, when Chairman 
Green phoned him, was that Sen. 
Lyndon Johnson, the alleged Dem- 
ocratic leader, had already made a 
deal with Republican leader Know- 
land to confirm McLeod. Regard- 
less of what the opposition was, re- 
gardless of the time-honored cus- 
tom of Democratic debate, regard- 
less of what was brought out in the 
hearings, Johnson had agreed that 
enough Democratic votes would 
line up for McLeod to confirm him.

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Filibuster—Right or Wrong? 


(First of Two) 
AUSTIN 
Maury Maverick of San Antonio 
once again is gleefully assailing his 
colleagues in liberalism. 


Many a time he has defended the 
filibuster against the characteristic 
liberal horror at its abuse by South- 
ern bigots in the U.S. Senate. Now 
lo, the liberals are hailing Henry 
Gonzalez and Chick Kazen for fili- 
bustering in the Texas Senate in 
the cause of human equality. In his 
morose way, Maury is doubled over. 


But for a change, he is wrong. 
The difference between filibusters 
in Washington and Austin is that 
the U.S. Senate requires a_ two- 
thirds vote to stop debate while the 
Texas Senate requires only a ma- 
jority. 

Last week, the Texas Senate 
voted 14-13 to cut off debate be- 
fore Gonzalez or anybody else 
could rise in opposition. This was 
abominable; it violated the princi- 
ple that both sides have a right to 
be heard. But it illustrated the fact 
that the majority still rules in Aus- 
tin. In Washington, the senators 
do not acknowledge the majority’s 
right to limit debate; the two- 
thirds cloture rule gives a minority 
the right to govern by physical en- 
durance. 

Gonzalez himself has admired the 
filibuster since he was a child He 
fears that governing has become 
too mechanical, has turned legisla- 
tive bodies into eunuchs while com- 
mittee-written legislation is ram- 
rodded through by “a union of will 
and power.” He wants “more floor 
discussion and less power play.” 

What about the filibusters for 
segregation? “They’ve been used 
for bad purposes—but what isn’t?” 
he asks. “Even religion can be mis- 
used, when people are put on racks 
and punished for thinking.” 

He is indignant that “only one 
side was heard” last week — no- 
where in the history of the Texas 
Senate can he find a precedent for 
that. But he is in favor of the limi- 
tation of debate when the majority 
wishes it. “If the majority says we 
want to limit debate, that’s all 
right.” The Senate is always reluc- 
tant to do that, and the filibuster 
can provide a “complete arrest” of 
the progress of a dangerous bill to 
give the people time to consider it 
and speak out. 


ILSON'S PLANS DEBATED" 


.... A group of senators opposed 
to H.B. 231, the segregation bill 
passed by both houses, were to call 
on Governor Daniel Monday to ask 
him to refer it to Attorney General. 
Daniel will be reminded that Wil- 
son may run against him in 1958 
and that this would get Wilson on 
record on a controversial issue. 


.... Rep. Frank Mann, Houston, 
has prepared an explanation of his 
Senate-defeated (but House- 
passed) plan to limit income tax to 
25 percent of income, which oppon- 
ents call “the millionaire’s amend- 
ment.” Says Mann: “Why the 25 
percent limit? Taxpayers in the 20 
and 25 percent bracket pay &.5 per- 
cent of all the tax now .... When 
you take over 30 percent of all the 
income, you are bordering on so- 
cialism. England is now socialistic 
—supported with American  dol- 
lars.” 


.... Dick West says in the Dallas 
News: “It is rumored that Atty. 
Gen. Will Wilson may run against 
Judge Yarborough next summer in 
the Democratic primaries .... So 
far in his political career he has 
been able to convince conservatives 
he is a conservative and liberals he 
is a liberal.” The Austin rumor, to 
the contrary, is that Wilson is 
thinking seriously about opposing 
Daniel in 1958. 


F 1LIRUSTERING in the 
U. S. Senate has been a different 
matter only because of the two- 
thirds rule. There, the highest prin- 
ciple of self-government, the ulti- 
mate authority of the majority, can 
be, and is, brought to ruin by any 
sufficiently ingenious, desperate, 
and prolix minority. 


In 1917, after Germany had de- 
clared unlimited submarine warfare 
and the U.S. had broken off rela- 
tions with her, President Wilson 
asked for a bill to let U.S. ships 
arm. A filibustering Senate minor- 
ity refused, and Wilson poured 
down upon them his fury: 


“A little group of willful men, 
representing no opinion but their 
own, have rendered the great gov- 
ernment of the United States help- 
less and contemptible.” 


In the beginning the Senate had 
a “previous question” rule to cut 
off debate like the one used last 
week against Gonzalez, but Jeffer- 
son refused to entertain one such 
motion, and the rule was dropped 
for good. Thereafter the spirit of 
the rules was that no bill could pass 
until every senator had had his un- 
limited say. 


The filibuster has been used as 
often to protect, as to oppress, mi- 
nority rights. In 1863 Saulsbury of 
Delaware filibustered  unsuccgss- 
fully against Lincoln’s desire for 
immunity for having suspended the 
writ of habeas corpus. Later, 
in 1911, Senator Owen and a few 
others filibustered for the admis- 
sion of Arizona to the union with a 
liberal form of government and 
more generous terms of Negro 
franchise. In 1879 a Republican mi- 
nority used systematic garrulity to 
impose on the Democratic majority 
a rider in an army money bill pro- 
hibiting use of the army as a police 
force at the Southern polls. 


Toward the end of the century it 
dawned on some senators that the 
rules of the Senate were based on 
the idea—as George Hoar of Mas- 
sachusetts argued—that the will 
which should in the end govern the 
Senate should be the will of a mi- 
nority. This, he said, is a doctrine 
“full of treason in substance.”
